Speaker From C. of C. 
Explains Reserve Act 


Students in economies and 
history classes had the privilege 
of listening to Mr. Patrick Mer- 
rick lecture on the Unemploy- 
ment Reserve Act last Wednes- 
day in room 3. 

Mr. Merrick, who is connected 
with the state chamber of com- 
merce, explained that the reserve 
act is a form of insurance against 
losing one’s job, not a form of 
relief. 

To qualify for this insurance a 
worker must: 

1. Be unemployed at the time 
he applies, but he must have 
worked enough in any two suc- 
cessive calendar quarters in the 
past two years to have a salary 
of $156. 

2, Have worked for an em- 
ployer who paid into the fund 


—only employers who hire four 
or more emplo: c 

3. Register at the State Em-- 
ployment Service’ for work and 
serve a waiting period of four 
weeks before he receives bene- 
fits (the local office is located 
at 7 Natividad Street) 

The minimum benefit is $7 a 
week, and the maximum is $15. 
The rate is in proportion to half 
of the worker’s average weekly 
wage. A worker may receive 
benefits for only 20 weeks in 
any calendar year before his re- 
serve is exhausted.

These and many others 
are criterions for success ac- 
cording to Dorothea Brande in 
her book “Wake Up and Live”. 

In the twenty years before she 
formulated her criterions, she 
had produced an average of less 
than two completed pieces of 
literary work per year. In the 
two years after, she published 
three books, twenty-four articles, 
four short stories, seventy-two 
lectures, and the scaffolding of 


three more books!!! Not bad, eh? 


That non-fiction best seller 
from. 1936, “An American Doc- 
tor’s Odyssey”, is still one of. the 
most widely read books on the 
market today. ' 

Dr. Heiser, the author, tells of 
the adventures of his life in 
eradicating diseases in all parts 
of the world. He discusses the 
cause, cure, and effect of such 
world problems as the bubonic 
plague, cholera, leporsy, small- 
pox, and hookworm. He des- 
cribes the workings of the 
Rockefeller Foundation as an 
exponent of preventative medi- 
cine. 


One of the most fascinating of 
the new travel books is “The 
Island of Bali”. by the well 
known Mexican artist, Miguel 
Covarrubias. The book tells. the 
usual dress of the natives as well 
as their strange food, govern- 
ment, marriage customs, and re- 
ligious practices. Since Covar- 
rubias studied the life of the 
island before he wrote the book, 
the ‘description .of the natives’ 
amusements, arts, and music is 
very understandingly done. 

Besides the excellent. word 
description of Balinese life the 
book contains. five original Co- 
varrubias paintings and over a 
hundred photographs of island 
beauty. 


Have you read that gem of 
cultural. achievement, “Coronet”? 
This valuable little creation is 
really three’ magazines in one. 
There are four sections».one de- 
voted to classical art, one for 
beautiful. photographs, and a 
section of both fiction and non- 
fiction articles. 

Although many students are 
unacquainted with “Coronet” be- 
cause it costs 35 cents, it can be 
gotten in almost any public 
library. The publishers keep the 
price up because their readers 
don’t want any advertising to ap- 
pear in the magazine. 


“The ‘Bulletin of the Pan- 
American Union” is not as dry 
and boring as the title sounds. 
Rather it is a fascinating current 
history magazine of Latin Amer- 
ican countries written in much 
the same manner as the ‘Na- 
tional Geographic”. The books 
deal with political and economic 
problems, written informally, 
and usually accompanied by 
graphic photographs. 


The “Consumers’ Research Re- 
port” is published for people who 
like to know, not only the best 
buys on the market but for those 
who want to become acquainted 
with new brands of merchandise. 
This report is an outgrowth of 
the popularity of such books as 
“Skin Deep” and “What We Eat”.
